"Soil erosion is taking aw?ay the 
land. The population Is increasing 
In 35 years the figures will meet at 
a point where there will be just 
three and a half acres per person, 
the am ount of land it is estimated 
th a t is needed to m aintain a per­ 
son. at present standards. We are 
not going to see the day of starva­ 
tion in this country, but others 
coming along may unless we practice 
conservation."

gave their lives for their country I 
For every act of underground sabo­ 
tage the Nazis brutally murdered a 
dozen or more prominent Oslo resi­ 
dents, But even this did not daunt 
the underground. 
Throughout the war underground 
agents came and left Oslo. They 
went to England or Sweden or 
wherever British intelligence direct­ 
ed them They were armed with the 
famous British Sten gun. a m a­ 
chine pistol, which was dropped by 
the thousands bv the British, in 
Norway. Food 
and 
clothing also 
parachuted to the underground from 
the skies. One Norwegian made more 
than 800 Sten guns in Oslo. Parts 
were made in various .sections of the 
city, assembled at a central point 
and 
distributed 
to 
patriots. The 
Nazis were dumbfounded and never 
did find out where they came from 
Escapes Death 
Russian prisoners in Norway also 
helped the Allied cause. One of their 
acts of sabotage nearly cost Mrs. 
Hartman her life. Tile Russians de­ 
stroyed a large Germ an ammunition 
dump near Oslo in the afternoon o^ 
December 19, 1943. The blast wreck­ 
ed many buildings Including the 
apartm ent house in which the H art­ 
mans resided. Tile walls and roof 
collapsed and only a miracle saved 
Mrs. Hartm an For the next 14 hours 
Mrs. Hartm an lay hidden in the 
basement wreckage of her home. 
A ’.bort time before this act of 
.sabotage the H artm ans had pur­ 
chased a goose for $50 for their 
Xmas dinner. Tile destruction of 
the ammunition dump ul.so carried 
away the goose. Tile daily fare for 
the next three weeks was oatmeal. 
But the British soon replenished 
the food stock. They dropped con­ 
tainers of corned beef, spam, rasp­ 
berry and strawberry jam . rum, cig­ 
arettes, chocolate bars with vitamins 
and other essentials to keep the un­ 
derground active. 
C hange Residence Often 
After the H artm ans lost 
their 
home they changed residence every 
two weeks through the remainder of 
the war to elude Nazi vigilance. 
Mrs. Hartm an never spoke English 
in public and transacted all her af­ 
fairs In Norwegian which she speaks 
fluently. 
She said they welcomed British 
air raids and most of the time knew 
when they were coming On only 
one occasion, she recalls, did tile 
British fliers miss their mark. In 
their attem pt to mine the waters 
near Oslo they dropped 14 large 
mines in the city. 
Food rationing under the Nazis 
consisted in the main of hard bread, 
made of straw of wheat, tree bark, 
turnips, dried fish when available 
(the Nazis confiscated all the fresh 
fish), tea made of apple leaves arui 
such things. 
On one occasion all Oslo residents 
were confined to their homes for 
two week.-, as Nazi patrols goose- 
stepped through the streets seeking 
saboteurs. 
W arm est Memory

Tree Planted 
By Grant At 
Nagasaki Is 
War Casualty

we

bad news for General G rant. Some 
Japanese scalawags rut down Ids 
old banyan. 
They not only cut It down —they 
piled the site high with stone and 
rubble, So if any member of the 
G rant fan league planned to come 
out to Japan next year to pluck a 
memorial twig 
from the 
G rant 
Banyan tree he may as well save 
himself the passage money. Twigs, 
leaves, trunk and memorial tablet 
all 
vanished—the G rant 
banyan 
tree is gone, a casualty of the sec­ 
ond world war. 
The story goes back 66 years be­ 
fore the atomic brought the full 
impact of American m ilitary cul­ 
ture to Nagasaki.

Tourist A ttraction 
The General 
and Mrs.

called at Nagasaki on a world tour 
He was feted and hailed as “G rant- 
Shogun" and local Japanese dig­ 
nitaries took him out to Suwa park 
| and asked him to plant a souvenir 
| tree—In those days 
tree-plantlngs 
sculled to be the equivalent of mod- 
j pm cornerstone-laying ceremonies.

Tile whiskered general, presumably 
puffing on his famous cigar, went 
to work with a will. He planted well 
Long after the general and his tomb 
had become the chief tourist a t­ 
traction of Riverside drive, his ban­ 
yan tree still flourished in Nagasaki, 
an object pointed out to all Amer­ 
ican visitors. 
As late as 1941 the official guide 
to Japan put out bv the Japanese 
governm ent railways still listed the 
banyan tree as an attraction "of 
special interest to foreign visitors.” 
Late in that year there occurred
